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Rogue River: home of the crow, great parks 


Newcomers to Rooster Crow have a chance to learn what 
veterans of Rooster Crow already know: Rogue River has 
some of the most beautiful parks in Southern Oregon — 
which offer the most beautiful setting for a picnic, or just 
relax a minute between festivities. 

Anna Classick Park, also known as the Bicentennial 
Park, is located on Pine Street. With tennis, shuffleboard and 
handball courts, those looking for a good workout can start 
here. The park also boasts horseshoe pits, a tot lot, restrooms 
and a ‘log cabin,’ the first residence built in Rogue River. 

It’s also the home of the Skevington Walking Suspen- 
sion Bridge which crosses Evans Creck to Palmerton Arbo- 
retum. Originally a nursery in the 1920s and 1930s, the five 
acre park includes more plant specimens from all over the 
world, including pines from Japan, cedars from the Mediter- 
ranean, and several large coastal redwoods. 

Morc than 60 varicties of trees grace the grounds, named 
after its founder, Orrin F. Palmerton. Deeded to Jackson 
County in 1966, the park was deeded to the City of Rogue 
River in 1993, 

One of the most beautiful spots in the city, the park is a 
favorite for photographers, and is a popular place for hosting 
weddings, family and school reunions, and anniversary get-

Facilitics include picnic areas, a gazebo, and restroom 
facilities. Parts of the park may be reserved, with reservations 
made through City Hall. 

Across the Rogue River from the City are the two 
remaining parks: Fleming Roadside Park, and Coyote Evans 
Park, contiguous parks located on cither side of the Depot 
Street Bridge. 

Coyote Evans is home to the annual Horseshoe Pitching 
Toumament, held during Rooster Crow Weekend, onc of the 
top horseshoe tournaments in the country. A boat ramp, 
located on the south side of the bridge, is a popular ‘pull off’ 
spot for rafters and durt baggers floating the Rogue. 

Fleming Wayside, popular for geese feeders and pic- 
nickers, is also the launching area for jet road rides on the 
Rogue. Facilities include picnicking, barbecuing, water ac- 
tivities, fishing, band stand, and restrooms. 

Ponderosa Memorial Tree Park, still in the development 
stage, is due to be open to the public in the 1993-94 fiscal 
year. Located on a hillside, the eight-acre park will offer 
scenic hikes and a panoramic view of the City. 

So pack your cares and worries away for a day, pack a 
picnic lunch and enjoy the crow!

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From “Tailholt” to 


Rogue River 


Prior to the Civil War, Davis (Coyote) Evans built 
a ferry and two log cabins at the mouth of Evan’s 
Creek. Early settlers avoided the Evans ferry by 
fording the river at a point upstream. When so doing 
they found it expedient to take a firm grip on the tails 
of their horses. This unique river crossing, descrip- 
tively designated “Tailholt,” was the label applied to 
local residents of that era. 

Stagecoaches carried the express and mail 
through the Rogue Valley from 1852 until the 
completion of the railroad in 1887. An envelope 
mailed during that period bore a wax seal embossed 
with the words: “Wells Fargo Express Co. —- Rogue 
River, Oregon.” The post office was established in 
1874 andthe town officially proclaimed “Woodville.” 
Perhaps, coincidentally, a John Woods became the 
town’s postmaster. In 1912 the town incorporated 
renaming itself City of Rogue River.

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The City of Rogue River has helda Rooster Crow 
Contest since 1953. It all started back in April of 
1953 when agroup of merchants calling themselves 
the “Rogue River Booster Club” met to consider a 
proposal submitted by Shade Coombs, a fellow 
member sharing their desire to generate publicity 
and promotion for the town. Coombs had read a 
story about the coal miners of Wales who had 
presented colorful rooster crowing contests during 
their holidays. 

Shade’s suggestion was adopted and funds set 
aside for a cash prize to the owner of the rooster that 
crowed the most within a 30 minute period. 

On May 23, 1953 the first Rooster Crow was 
staged on the streets of the city, marking the start of 
the annual event that now draws thousands of 
people to this little valley town on the last Saturday 
in June every year since 1954. 

Winner of the first crowing event was “Hollerin’ 
Harry.” He crowed 71 times and won his owner 
$50. Asecond contest was held September 5 of the 
same year with the prize money of $100 going to 
“Beetle Baum” who managed 109 crows in the 
- thirty minute period. “Beetle Baum” reigned su-

preme for 25 years, the closest any rooster came to 
dethroning him was in 1959 when “Sandy” crowed 
96 times. But, alas, it was bound to happen 
sometime. In the 1978 contest, a cocky rooster by 
the name of “White Lightning” a beat old “Beetle 
Baum’s” record in with 112 cockle-doodle-do’s. 

His nearest competitor was “Crow Baby” who 
came in second with 63 crows. No one knows the 
secrets that encourage a rooster to crow, but “White 
Lightning’s” owner, Willie Beck of Gold Hill, said it 
was simple. “I just kept him away from any other 
roosters or chickens for 6 weeks before the contest 
and brought him to the contest in a large sack.” 
However, the secret may have been in the person of 
Dr. Mabel Bryant who stood before his cage flapping 
her arms andcheering him on to spectacular achieve- 
ments. According to the good Doctor, “We were 
communicating with each other!”In 1958 a record 
of 263 roosters were entered. 

Last year's winner — Just a Rooster — crowed
